Whoever is seen 
drunk, 18 fined, for the first offence, three dollars; 
for the second, six; for the third and fourth, 
a atill larger sum—and is also deprived of the 
right of voting at elections, and of be ing appoint- 
ed a representative. He is, besides, publicly 
exposed in the parish church on the following 
Sunday. If the same individual is found coramit- 
ting the same oilence a fifth time, he ia shut up

CONVEYANCE OF SOUND. 

The wide spread sail of a ship, rendered con- 
cave by a gentlo breeze, is a singular collector 
of sound. It happened once on board a ship 
sailing along tho coast of Brazil, 100 miles from 
land, that the reons walking on deck, when 
passing a particular spot, always heard most 
distinctly the sound of bells, varying aa in human 
rojoicings. All on board listened and were con- 
vinced, but the phenomenoa was mysterious and 
inexplicable. Months afterwards, by comparing 


observation the bells of the city of St. Salvadore, 
on the Brazilian coastJhad been ringing on tho 
occasion of a festival; the sounud, therefore, fa- 
voured by a gentle wind, had travelled over one 
hundred miles of smooth water, and had been 
brought to a focus by the sail in the particular 
situation on the deck where it was listened to. 
It appears from this, that a machine might be 
constructed having the same relation to sound 
that a telescope has to light. 
SPIDER'S WEB. 

At the lower extremity of the abdomen are 
situated five small orifices, from which excludes 
the gummy substance that forins the thread; 
when the animal is desirous to make a strong 
thread he propels the matter aut of all the five 
orifices, which unite and form ono thread: if this 
be examined under a microscope, it will, how- 
ever, be found composed of a bundle of five paral- 
lel transparent solid sticks, beatifully regular. 
This thread he sometimes further strengthens by 
repeating another thread along the other while 
newly made. If, on the reverse, the spider is 
desirous of spinning a fine thread—for the cross 
meshes—he excludes the gummy matter out of 
one, two or three, as he may require; and, b 
such variations, produces a fabric suited to al 
his varied purposes.— Register of Arts.

THTE PRESS. 

In a free government po single circumstance can be 
regarded of higher consequence as a means of good, 
than a free press ; it is vital to the principle, and should 
attract the attention, and d the solicitude of those 
who watch the springs of liberty, and regard with just 
appreciation those circumstances that effect the public 
mind, and minister to political changes or permanency. 
It is the boast of our country that the thoughts of its 
citizens are as free for circulation as the ait in which 
they breathe them; and that the press, the vehicle of 
conveyance, is untrammelled by statutary provisions, or 
dictatorial ce hip ; nothing but public opinion 
weighs upon it, and consequently, public opinion, while 
it exercises its inflmence upon the press, may also be 
tested by the effusions of the press—the restraint exer- 
cited by any power, must be in proportion to its strength. 
It is in this light that we wish to consider the subject of 
public discussions, and their influence upon the commu- 
nity at large. 

The liberty of the press, like every other liberty, is 
not a blessing when licenti predominates ;
